Yorty, then a congressman and 
now' mayor of Los Angeles. A 
fight over his endorsement left 
scars on the CDC. which in 
1956 rejected Yorty in favor of 
the more liberal State .Sen. 
Richard Richards for the U. S. 
Senate. 


Yorty blasted Cranston and 


CDC 
officers, 
charging 
the 


convention which e n d o r s e d 


Richards was “wired, stacked 


and rigged" against him 
He 
followed up these broadsides 
with a suit in which he sought 
to stop circulation of a party 
pamphlet supporting Richards' 
candidacy. 


Named as defendants in the 
suit were Cranston, the CDC 
and Roger Kent, vice chairman 
of the Democratic State Cen­ 
tral Committee. 


Yorty later dropped the legal 
action, but he never erased the 
CDC snub from his memory.

reminiscent of chocolate can­ 
dy. There was little taste — on 
the first puff.

Frozen rolled turkey roasts o f-. 
fer preparation, convenience as 
well as sew ing and penny-saving ¡ 
features.

A. BONELESS turkey roast 
which is prim arily white m eat 
may tend to be dry unless care 
is taken in thawing and baking.

“We are lucky in Mann in 
tliat we have so many social 
services,” said 
Miss 
Helen 
Cal I beck of San Rafael in re­ 
counting her vacation exper­ 
iences of this summer. Miss 
Callbeck attended three con­ 
ferences during her four week 
vacation, 
all 
overseas. The 
first was the International Con­ 
ference of Social Welfare held 
in Helsinki. Finland. 
Marin’s social welfare prrv- 
grams are commendable when 
compared to other sections of 
the United States and some 
parts of the world. Miss Cali­ 
ber k stated as she told of com­ 
paring information with other 
delegates at the conference 
which drew more than 2,200' 
to the Finland capital. 
She told of the Scandinavian 
countries and Great Britain be­ 
ing ahead of the United States 
in 
the 
actual breadth and 
depth of availability of serv­ 
ices. 
For instance. Finland has a 
program of Homemakers Serv­ 
ices. Members of this depart­ 
ment are available to perform 
household chores of an ill or 
absent 
mother, 
temporarily 
take over the care of children 
in the home, or do general 
tasks related to keeping homes 
intact during emergencies. 
Personnel for this depart­ 
ment attend a training school 
for 21 months before reporting 
to a home for work. The num­ 
ber of Homemakers depends 
directly on the population of 
the town. 
Marin County does not have 
this service available, but Miss 
Callbeck expressed a wish that

it might be incorporated into 
services of the Marin County 
Department of Fhiblic Sociai 
Services where she is a con­ 
sultant. 
Offices are in 
the 
Civic Center here. 
The Social Services depart­ 
ment was formerly named the 
“ Welfare Office” but the word 
“welfare” has been changed. 
Miss Callbeck was emphatic in 
her disdain for the connota­ 
tions connected with the term 
“ welfare state.” “What do they 
want, an ilJ-fare state?” she 
asked. 
Miss Callbeck was accom­ 
panied to the conference by 
Mrs. Julia Rose Phillips of 
Mill Valley who is associated 
with the State Department of 
Social Welfare (SCSW). 
From the International Con­ 
ference of Social Welfare at 
Helsinki, M ia Callbeck and 
Mrs. Phillips went to Inter­ 


laken. Switzerland, for the first 
World Constitutional Conven­ 
tion. They boarded a sleeper 
train which brought an unusual 
experience. To reach Inter­ 
laken several bodies of water 
had to be crossed, so the rail­ 
way cars 'were put aboard a 
ferry and transported to the 
other side where they contin­ 
ued on their way. “I was sound 
asleep the first time that hap­ 
pened.” said Miss Callbeck. 
“ and lieard about it later.” 
In Interlaken, the women 
were met by Mrs. Altheya 
Clark Youngman of Sausalito. 
a public relations consultant 
at the International Center in 
San F'rancisco. Mrs. Young­ 
man was an official delegate 
to the convent ion. representing 
the artists’ colony which she 
founded. 
The conference, sponsored 
by the World Constitution and 
Parliament Association with 
headquarters in Denver. Colo , 
sought to promote its theme: 
“People of the world must di­ 
rect action to bring about 
global order under law.” 
More than 200 persons at­ 
tended to compare recommen­ 
dations and set up study groups, 
to work in, the interim between 
conventions. Thirty countries 
were represented by the 150 
persons attending, and 35 were 
from the United States.

Cariien Kimber 
and Lewis R. Weintraub of the 
New England Medical Center 
Hospital's blood r e s e a r c h 
laboratory and Tufts University 
School of Medicine. Boston... in 
the same issue of the journal, 
take an opposite point of view. 
The researchers studied eight 
children w i t h iron-deficiency 
anemia caused by dietary lack. 
AH of the children were under 
two years of age except one win* 
was 25 months old. and all had 
had very little solid food. Cow's 
milk made up the main part ol 
their diet The parents sought 
medical advice because their 
youngsters were pale, listless or 
irritable. 
As a treatment, radioactive 
hemogiobm was mixed with two 
ounces of apple sauce and fed 
immediately beiore the child's 
hospital meal. Stool tests reveal­ 
ed the degree of iron absorption. 
After the tests. 25 milligrams of 


iron in the form of an oral liouid 
preparation, of ferrous sulfate 
were given to all the children 
three times a day. The anemia 
was corrected but in one of the 
children iron absorption re­ 
mained below the norma! range 
The investigators speculate 
that decreased activity of ¡ron- 
re la ted enzymes in the intestinal 
mucosa is responsible for poor 
absorption.

Offers New Gadgets 


POWER INVERTER LETS 
YOU PLUG IN HOME 
A P P L I A N C E S A F L O A T . 


There's a terrific electronic gadget for boats out 
this year. It s a device which steps up the 12-volt direct 
current of a boat's battery to 117-volt 60-cycle alternat­ 
ing current as supplied to homes and industry. 
It comes in kit form, so it has to be put together 
at home, and costs $100. It’s called a power inverter. 
The idea is not new. What is 
new is that this device will give 
enough power to run most home 
appliances. It delivers 300 watts 
of power which will run a TV set 
(black and white, or color:; 
shavers; 
electric 
drills 
and 
saw s; kitchen appliances, such 
as mixers, blenders and can 
openers; 
a n d 
entertainment 
equipment, such as phonographs 
and tape recorders. 
And it provides enough power 
to 
run 
a 
few 
of 
t h e m 
simultaneously. 


THINGS IT won't run are a 
compressor type refrigerator — 
the motor needs a very heavy 
starting current. Nor will it run 
heating devices, such as electric 
kettles —they need 1.350 to 1.500 
watts of power — or clothes 
dryers, which need 5.000 watts, 
or more. 
This is only one of several new 
electronic devices pitched, to the 
boater. Many of them also come 
in kit form which cuts the price 
c o n s i d e r a b l y . 
Most kit 
assemblies are well within the 
.scope of the average handyman.

ference of Social Welfare held 
in Helsinki, Finland. 
Marin’s social welfare pro­ 
grams are commendable when 
compared to other sections of 
i he United States and some 
parts of the world. Miss c'all­ 
beck stated as she told of com­ 
paring information with other 
delegates 
at the conference 
which drew more than 2,200 
to the Finland capital. 
She told of the Scandinavian 
countries and Great Britain be­ 
ing ahead of the United States 
in 
the 
actual 
breadth 
and 
depth of availability of serv­ 
ices. 
For instance. Finland has a 
program of Homemakers Serv­ 
ices. Members of this depart­ 
ment are available to perform 
household chores of an ill or 
absent 
mother, 
temporarily 
take over the care of children 
in the home, or do general 
tasks related to keeping homes 
intact during emergencies. 
Personnel 
for this depart­ 
ment attend a training school 
lor 21 months before reporting 
to a home for work. I he num­ 
ber of Homemakers depends 
directly on the population of 
the town. 
Marin County does not have 
this service available, but Miss 
Callbeck expressed a wish that

Offers New Gadgets 


There’s a terriiic electronic gadget tor boats out 
this year. It's a device which steps up the 12-volt direct 
current of a boat s battery to 117-volt 60-cycle alternat­ 
ing current as supplied to homes and industry. 
It comes in kit form, so it has to be put together 
at home, and costs $100. It’s called a power inverter. 
The idea is not new. What is

new is that this device will give ft 
enough power to run most home 
appliances. It delivers 300 watts 
of power which w ill run a TV set 
(black and white, or color);
